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The President’s New Year Message 


‘N.B.: These Goods are for Exportation ’ 


MONG RECENT DOCUMENTS arriving in my office in Horse 

Guards Avenue were two which were separated by about a 

century and a half. The first was a current file telling me of a 
United Kingdom firm which 
specializes in selling ‘ant palaces’ 
overseas. The other was a photo- 
graph of the finely engraved trade 
card of a London china and glass 
merchant of about the end of the 
eighteenth century who 
added at the end of his list: ‘N.B.: 
The above goods are for export- 


ation.’ 


They were a reminder that 
selling our products abroad has 
been an important part of our 
trade and industry for a very long 
time. When the china merchant 
had his card printed our total 
exports were about £50 million 
a year. Today they are running 
at over £3,600 million a year — 
about 70 times higher — and even 
so they are still not large enough. 


As you know, the Government, led by the Prime Minister, have 
been doing everything they can to emphasize the need for higher 
rts. In particular, Ex Credits Guarantee Department have 
recently extended considerably their facilities for overseas traders. 


There have been important new initiatives by industry. With 
our full backing, the Dollar Exports Council has just been re-formed 
and, as the Western Hemisphere Council, will cover, in addition 
to its existing markets, the balance of the Caribbean and of South 
America. A month or two ago, the F.B.I. took the lead in setting 
up a representative Export Council for Europe. These two bodies, 
together with the Advisory Council for Middle East Trade, will 
work to promote British goods in these markets and to focus the 
attention of producers and traders in this country on the oppor- 
tunities for increasing exports which these areas offer. 


At home, the trade organizations such as the F.B.I., N.U.M. and 
Chambers of Commerce have made icular efforts to expand 
interest in exports, and have organized study groups and advisory 
services so that businessmen can draw on knowledge 
of the practical problems of exporting. In addition, many individual 
firms have written to us with their comments and suggestions. 

For some time the Minister of State has been writing to several 


hundred firms each week to ensure that they are aware of the various 
ways in which the Government’s services can be of assistance to

United Kingdom exporters. During coming months over 30,009 
exporters and potential exporters in the country will be reminded 
of these services. The preliminary results have been most rewarding. 
About half of the firms approached during the first month sent in 
replies either to tell us that they were already using the services or 
asking for information about them. I am told that by commercial 
et such a response would be regarded as phenomenally 

As many of you know, the Government have commercial officers 
and trade commissioners in upwards of 200 posts overseas. The 
serve as eyes and ears for United Kingdom exporters in all the trading 
areas of the world. They help our traders to find suitable agents for 
their goods, arrange itineraries and introductions for United King- 
dom business men visiting their territories, and assist in straightening 
out disputes with overseas customers. 


Overseas officers also send back to London surveys of market 
prospects and openings for United Kingdom goods in their areas, 
This intelligence, which may range from tea services for Teheran 
to capital equipment for Canada, is disseminated to traders here 
through the Board of Trade Fournal and the Export Service Bulletin. 
In London the Export Services Branch of the Board can provide 
helpful information on the most suitable markets for a wide range of 
commodities together with lists of overseas buyers, status reports 
and so on. The Exhibitions and Fairs Branch is similarly able to 
give useful advice to traders who are contemplating showin 
their goods overseas. Outside London the Board’s regional sta 
are constantly calling on manufacturers to discuss their export 

roblems and to advise how the whole range of these services can 
utilized. 


I invite firms who are unfamiliar with the Government’s services 
for exporters to contact the Board’s regional offices (addresses on 
page 50) or Export Services Branch, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, 
London, W.C.1. (Telephone: Chancery 4411.) The services are 
summarized in a ett adklck ‘British Government Services for 
Exporters,’ which will be sent by return on request. An attractive 
wall map, pin-pointing all overseas posts and coloured to show the 
Sterling Area, Dollar countries, EFTA and O.E.E.C., can also be 
obtained free of charge from regional offices. 


The coming year is bound to bring changes and challenges in 
world trading, and it will take determination and hard work on the 
part of all our manufacturers to meet increasing competition. But 
it can be met, not only by the large and established exporters, but 
also by those who have not ventured into overseas markets before, 
It is to the latter that I particularly appeal. 


As the New Year opens, I therefore hope that increasing numbers 
of traders, planning for 1961, will boldly earmark a large section of 
their programme: "These Goods are for Exportation’,

President of B.O.T. is Chairman of EFTA 


THE EFTA SECRETARIAT in Geneva announced on January 3, 
that the chairmanship of EFT A has rotated to the President of the 
Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald Maudling, 


The President issued the following, statement on taking office 
(with effect from January 1, 1961) : 

‘I should like to take this opportunity of stressing once more the 
great importance that the British Government attach to our member- 
ship of this Association, and the high hopes we hold of rapid and 
fruitful development in 1961. 

‘It was only at the end of 1959 that our agreement took final shape, 
and it is now no more than six months since we began the process of 
dismantling barriers of trade between us. Yet already the Association 
is gaining strength and solidity. Our co-operation, based on the prin - 
ciple of voluntary agreement, has been growing rapidly stronger as we 
discover in practice how closely linked are our interests and how many 
are the purposes we share in common. 


"There can be no doubt that the opportunities for expanding trade 
amongst ourselves, and thereby strengthening our economies, are 
very great. I am delighted to see businessmen throughout the Associa- 
tion increasingly taking up these opportunities. It is by the activities 
of businessmen and the contacts between them and between political 
and trade union leaders such as took place at the Conference in 
London at the end of last year that the real foundations of the EFTA 
will be laid. By the co-operation amongst us in every 
way we shall both benefit our own peoples and, I am convinced, help 
to make easier the task of finding a lasting European solution to the 

lems that at present arise from the existence of two separate 
trade groups.’ 


Official Export Display Assistance to Small Firms 


THE BOARD OF TRADE and the Rural Industries Bureau propose to 
stage a display of the products of small rural firms at the 13th Inter- 
national Handicrafts and Trade Fair in Munich, May 31-June 11, 
1961. The official display will be confined to exhibits from firms 
employing up to 50 people. 


The purpose of the display is to help small firms with little or no 
export experience to establish an outlet in an overseas market. The 
Munich Handicrafts Fair covers all kinds of handicrafts, including 
art handicrafts, furniture, clothing, textiles, leather goods and many 
other consumer goods, as well as a wide range of machinery. 


The Fair covers 51,000 square yards and 2,458 exhibitors from 29 


countries took part in the last event. More than 300,000 people 
visited the Fair. 


Free Publicity Opportunity in Switzerland 


AN IMPORTANT programme in a monthly magazine series about 
England will be broadcast on the Swiss television network from Zurich 
on January 29, on the subject of United Kingdom exports to 
Switzerland. 

The programme will be presented by Mr. Theodor Haller, London 
correspondent of the Swiss Broadcasting and Television Corporation, 
and Mr. James Rooke, Commercial Counsellor of the British Embassy 
in Berne, will take part. Films and photographs will be shown, and 
there will be included in the studio a display of British goods currently 
being sold in Switzerland. 

An opportunity is also presented to show the Swiss audience 
products which are thought likely to find a market but for which there 
are as yet no established agencies. Manufacturers and exporters who 
are interested in taking advantage of this opportunity, for which no 
costs are involved except the transportation of the product to Zurich, 
are invited to get into immediate touch with Mr. Haller at 44 Princes 
Park Avenue, London, N.W.11. 
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Simplified Exchange Control Forms 


HER MAJESTY’S TREASURY introduced further simplifications of 
Exchange Control formalities on January 2, 1961, which have been 
designed to assist traders and to economize on administrative costs. 


At present Exchange Control permission must be obtained by 
means of the appropriate form (Sterling Transfer Form or Form E) 
whenever a payment is to be made to a person or firm resident outside 
the Sterling Area in respect of imports into the United Kingdom (or 
the Channel Islands) exceeding £500 in value. Henceforth, no form 
will be required by the bank authorizing payment for imports up to 
and including £2,000 in value (unless it is to form part of a larger 
payment exceeding £2,000 in total value). Additionally, for payments 
exceeding £2,000 no application form will be required provided the 
person applying to make payment can produce to his banker evidence 
of actual importation of the goods, viz. a certified Exchange Control 
copy of the relative Customs Entry. An application form will be 
required for all payments exceeding £2,000 in total if this copy of 
the Customs Entry is not available at the time of application. 


At the same time the limit up to which the completion of Sterling 
Transfer Forms or Forms E is not required for payments by mer- 
chants in the United Kingdom to non-residents for goods purchased 
abroad and sold to any country outside the United Kingdom is 
raised from £500 to £2,000. 

Persons applying to make payments outside the Sterling Area will 
still have to: 


(i) Produce evidence of the size and nature of their debt; and 
(ii) In the case of imports, comply with the requirements of import 
licensing. 
A leaflet giving guidance on details of payments procedure for 
imports will be -available at banks and the offices of Collectors of 
Customs and Excise. 


Notes 


The last major simplifications of procedure of this kind were in 
July 1959 on imports and in January 1960 on merchanting, when in 
each case the exemption limit for the completion of Sterling Transfer 
Forms or Form E was raised from £250 to £500. 


The extension of the limit to £2,000 will, it is estimated, reduce 
the number of forms to be completed annually by banks and firms 
by about 300,000. This represents over 60 per cent. of the present 
number of Exchange Control forms for imports from destinations 
outside the Sterling Area and for merchanting transactions, while 
still retaining effective control over 80 per cent. by value of both types 
of transactions for which forms have until now been required. 


This further reduction in form-filling follows the abolition of Ex- 
change Control forms for export shipments up to £2,000 announced 
in August. 

The purpose of Exchange Control in present circumstances is 
largely to exercise control over capital movements. Proof of payment 
is required in order to ensure that people are not under-invoicing 
their exports or refraining in other ways from getting paid for them; 
and in the case of imports, to ensure that payment does not mask 
a capital transaction. Hence the need to maintain this control over 
the larger transactions. <a

Board of Trade Minister Sees Deputation from 
Furniture Industry 


MR. NIALL MACPHERSON, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of 
Trade, met representatives of the British Furniture Trade Joint 
Industrial Council on December 22. The deputation expressed the 
concern of employers and workpeople about the present difficulties 
in the industry which they attributed to the restrictions on the hire 
purchase of furniture and particularly to the ban on ‘add-to’ 
agreements. The deputation while expressing its objection to hire 

control, argued that if there were to be control, provision 
should be made to allow ‘add-to’ agreements in the furniture 
industry, where they were traditional. 

Mr. Macpherson said that the restrictions on hire purchase were 
an integral part of the Government’s policy to restrict credit in the 
interests of the economy of the country. As regards ‘add-to’ agree- 
ments he undertook to consider the arguments advanced by the 
deputation. 


Nuclear Literature Translation Pool 


Tue European Atomic Energy Community (Euratom), the United 
Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority and the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission have agreed to pool their efforts to collect and 
disseminate information concerning translations of nuclear literature, 
especially from such languages unfamiliar to Western readers as 
Russian and Japanese. A central information office “Transatom’ has 
therefore been established at Euratom’s Brussels headquarters. 

Contacts have been established in order to avoid duplication of 
work when the European translation centre, to be established at Delft, 
Holland, is set up. The scope of this institution is much wider: it will 
cover all scientific and technical material in the field of exact sciences. 

The bulletin is available on a subscription basis from Transatom, 
51 Rue Belliard, Brussels, Belgium, at $8 a year, $16 air mail, or 
equivalent in sterling.

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Research for Industry 


THE resources Britain devotes to scientific research have been rising 
in recent years. The current issue of the Bulletin for Industry pub- 
lished by the’ Treasury shows that the total expenditure in Britain 
on scientific research in 1958/59 was £478 million, compared with 
£300 million three years earlier -40 per cent. greater in constant 
value terms. This increased expenditure, £478 million is 2} times 
as much as the nation spent on entertainment but only a third of what 
was spent on clothing, absorbed a greater share of the gross national 
product — 1-7 per cent. in 1955/56 rising to 2-3 per cent. in 1958/59, 
which compares with about 2-7 per cent. in the United States. 


If expenditure on research for defence purposes is excluded, the 
British figure doubled between 1955/56 and 1958/59, from £122 
miilion to £243 million. The proportion of American research devoted 
to defence is probably slightly larger, and civil research and develop- 


ment takes something like 1} per cent. of the gross national product 
in each country. 


An analysis of the 1958/59 figures shows that about two-thirds of 
the was paid for from Government sources, although more 
than half of the research done — nearly 60 per cent. — was actually 
carried out by private industry, working partly on Government 
contract. A comparison of the 1958/59 figures with those for 1955/56 
shows that the research work carried out by Government has risen 
steeply — from £88 million to £159 million, or 80 per cent. That of 
industry has risen by a smaller margin — 44 per cent. On the provision 
of funds, private industry is now paying a larger share —a rise from 
23 per cent. to 29 per cent. 


Research for manufacturing industries cost £265 million in 1958/59 
and in building £1°3 million. Science-based industries — e.g. aircraft 
construction, electrical engineering, precision instruments and 
chemicals - normally spend a far higher proportion of their resources 
on research and development than more traditional industries. This 
tendency is further emphasized by the distribution of defence con- 
tracts. In 1955 nearly two-thirds of research in the stablishments of 


manufacturing industry was paid for by defence contracts, but by 
1958 this had fallen to less than half 


D.S.I.R. Inquiry into the Use of Film in Scientific 
Research 


THE DEPARTMENT of Scientific and Industrial Research has set up a 
Working Party to consider national needs in the aspects of film as a 
research tool and in communicating research results. 


To assist the Working Party the Dep. “tment, in co-operation with 
the other Research Councils, the Atomic Energy Authority and some 
Government Departments, is circulating a questionnaire to industry, 
universities and research organizations. 

In this way it is hoped to reach all those engaged in the serious use 
of film in this field; who hold stocks of interesting research film or 
who have developed unusual techniques and applications.

Marking of Certain Hand Tools 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that an Order in Council under 
Section 2 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926 (see Board of Trade 
Journal of May 27, 1960, page 1146) requiring the marking of certain 
imported hand tools was made on December 21, 1960. 

This Order, the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 1 
Order, 1960, further amends the Merchandise Marks (Imported 
Goods) No. 5 Order, 1929, as amended, by requiring: 

(a) certain implements and tools to bear an indication of origin at 
the time of importation into, as well as at the time of sale or 
exposure for sale, in the United Kingdom; and 

(b) the indication of origin to be applied to containers in which, 
and to cards on which an article is imported, sold or exposed for 
sale, as the case may be. 


The Order comes into force on December 22, 1961.

British Motor Industry 
By John T. Panks, Managing Director, Rootes Motors Incorporated. 
N MY PREVIOUS report I said that 1960 would be a vital year 
iE the British Motor Industry in the United States. Now that the 
year is nearly completed, I think it would be more appropriate to 


say that this has been a decisive year, confounding those critics who 
predicted that 1960 would see the end of the imported car in America. 


The American compact cars have now been manufactured in 
quantity and the effects of this are being felt by the entire European 
Motor Industry. However, this has not been a year of depression for 
the British Car Imports; 1960 will be the second biggest year for our 
industry since marketing in the States. We have taken even greater 
strides to promote our business than before. For instance, in April 
at the International Automobile Show held at the Coliseum in New 
York, our industry predominated the show and provided the first 
opportunity for the public to come and examine some of the latest 
British cars, such as the Triumph Herald, Sunbeam Alpine, Austin 
Seven and Morris Mini-Minor. There was also an impressive array 
of quality cars from Rolls-Royce, Bentley and Aston Martin — as well 
as a golden Jaguar complete with appointments and upholstery 
finished in gold plating. 

Again in June the Coliseum was the scene for the industry to show 
off its wares. At the British Exhibition the entire third floor was 
devoted to the British Motor and Truck Industry. This was a very 
impressive display and attracted many distinguished visitors including 
the Duke of Edinburgh and Lord Louis Mountbatten. 

The British Automobile Manufacturers’ Association which is

officially recognized by the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders in London has been carrying out their promotional work 
throughout the year. Currently a series of full page advertisements 
are being featured in trade magazines, highlighting the stability and 
investment of the British Motor Industry in this country. Most 
recently they organized successful Press Conferences in connection 
— the Los Angeles and San Francisco Auto Shows on the West 
oast. 


The parent manufacturing companies in England have confidence 
in the future of the American market and plans have been announced 
for new factories to be built in Great Britain, which will further 
enhance their opportunity to secure further sales. One particular 
factory is being built in Scotland to manufacture a completely new 
car, designed with the American market foremost in mind. 


Overall, the sales figures for 1960 have not been as encouraging 
as 1959, but half of the English companies selling cars in the United 
States have increased their sales during the first nine months of 1960 
compared to last year. It is not coincidental that all these companies 
manufacture either luxury or sports cars. Here is convincing proof 
that there is still a sound market for British cars in the United States, 
and likewise, to do business in this great country you must be flexible. 


As to the future, the crystal ball for the imported car industry is 
a little cloudy. It is difficult to predict exactly how many British 
vehicles will be sold next year, but there is no doubt that the British 
Motor Industry will be there pitching as strong as ever, even more so! 
Many manufacturers have been in America since 1948 and I have 
every reason to believe that they will still be here in another 12 
years’ time. 


Engineering and Electric Equipment 
By E. S. Dean, Group Representative, The English Electric Co. Ltd. 


A determination that imports of large steam turbine-generators are 
not threatening to impair national security was announced on Novem- 
ber 18 by Director Leo A. Hoegh of The Office of Civil and Defense 
Mobilization. The conclusions reached then in this ‘Steam Case’ 
accord with those arrived at by Director Hoegh in the earlier heavy 
electric power equipment case and referred to in the Chamber 
Bulletin of June/July 1959. In both cases, the Chamber participated 
in the investigations and submitted powerful statements to O.C.D.M. 
We welcome this further evidence of objective evaluation by a Federal 
Authority. 


The trading statistics for the first nine months of this year and for 
which complete figures are available indicate that engineering products 
and including scientific instruments have improved slightly on 1959, 
which was already a record year. Imports of aircraft engines and 
tractors register the largest gains while electric cables show a sub- 
stantial decrease as against last year. 


TV cameras and travelling wave tubes have contributed significantly 
to the import figures. 

But against the modest increase in the import figures, we should 
take note of the fact that exports from the United States to the United 
Kingdom during the same period and in the same categories of en- 
gineering products have increased still more and now exceed sub- 
stantially the comparable British exports to the United States. This 
is a point well worth noting. 


What is the general trading picture for us in this market? Members 
report severe reduction in business obtainable in the heavy electrical 
engineering field with strong price competition from domestic 
industry. However, there are still opportunities for the sale of special- 
ized equipments embodying particular technical features — for 
example, the TV cameras and travelling wave tubes referred to above: 
this avenue must be fully exploited. 

The ‘Buy American’ philosophy is still very strong regardless of 
price differential both among private purchasers as well as Federal 
at the lower levels. The quality of technical uniqueness can be a 
strong factor in meeting this ‘Buy American’ attitude. 

What of the future? Price competition from domestic manufacturers 
will continue to be severe. There is no alternative but to meet this 
with keen prices and technical excellence of product. 


Regarding the new Administration, which will come into office 
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next January, it is felt that the liberal trade policies pursued by the 
present Administration will be continued and that the new President 
will be inclined more to positive rather than negative policies in the 
promotion of international trade. 


Civil Aviation 1960 
By Christopher Clarkson, United States” Representative, Vickers- 
Armstrongs (Aircraft) Ltd. 


The year 1960 has not been good for either the United States 
aircraft or airline industries. Nearly all the big manufacturers have 
made a loss on their commercial turbine aircraft production. Convair, 
Douglas and Lockheed (the latter largely due to their much publicized 
problems with the Electra) have all written off large sums against 
their civil aircraft activities. Unfortunately, this problem is not limited 
to any one company or group of companies in any country but is 
symptomatic of the enormously high costs of designing and building 
a modern transport in a highly competitive industry where some six 
or eight world manufacturers are all trying to get what can only 
amount to a limited share of the market. Also, mergers of the United 
States domestic airlines (which are not necessarily considered to be a 
restraint of trade) together with a growing tendency towards standard- 
ization of airline fleets, may well reduce the number of types required 
throughout the world and thus increase the competition for such 
aircraft as are needed. It is no secret that it is military orders and tax 
write-offs that have enabled some United States manufacturers to 
survive the last 12 months. 


The airline business is but little better off. This is partiy due to 
the phase of almost panic buying of big jet aircraft which swept the 
industry some time ago. These aircraft have been, and are now being, 
delivered in considerable numbers so that there is often a surplus 
of seating capacity on domestic routes with resultant poor load factors 
(59-1 per cent. for all traffic for the first nine months of 1960)-a 
situation that was forecast in previous reports. Furthermore, the high 
initial cost of equipment, the high interest payments involved, the 
fact that operating expenses and maintenance have exceeded estimates, 
and revenues expected from the ‘jet age’ have not materialized, have 
all combined to produce quite a serious situation. Admittedly the 
actual passenger traffic itself has increased over 1959 but not enough 
to counteract the extra expenses involved. The third quarter returns 
have shown some signs of an upturn but the year-end figures won’t 
be up to expectations and may show an industry profit of perhaps 
four million as against over 50 million for 1959. It must be emphasized 
that the foregoing rather pessimistic review applies only to the 
internal services. United States overseas operators, particularly 
those serving the North Atlantic, appear to have had a good year 
despite strong competition from ‘foreign’ carriers such as B.O.A.C. 
(whose reputation continues at top level and whose traffic returns 
continue to improve). 


In the airline industry there is much talk of mergers, largely sparked 
by the United Airlines-Capital Airlines negotiations. The result of 
this merger application may be known before the end of 1960 and a 
favourable decision by the Civil Aeronautics Board will probably 
encourage others. Mergers such as these, which will result in a reduc- 
tion in the number of actual operators, are bound to have an indirect 
effect on the re-equipment programmes of the airlines and may well 
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Five tons of equipment for hydraulic systems for Tokyo gas works de- 
signed by Humphreys & Glasgow Limited, of London, contracting 
engineers, was flown to Japan on December 3 from Speke, Liverpool.

bring about a reduction in the number and type of aircraft needed. 
This in turn will affect the aircraft manufacturers. 


During 1960 there has also been emphasis on cargo operations, and 
in some quarters there is talk of this side of the business coming into 
its own and being as important as the carrying of passengers. Although 
it is doubtful if this stage has yet been reached, the fact that some 
operators have had surplus piston engined equipment available has 
enabled them to convert their DC7s and Super-Constellations into 
side-loading freighters and to experiment with cargo operations to a 
degree impossible before. The advent of two new freight aircraft, 
designed as such, has helped things along. These are the Armstrong 
Whitworth Argosy and the Canadair CL44, and orders for both have 
been received from American cargo operators. Both these aircraft 
have rear-end loading so the questions of whether it is better to have 
side or end loading will now get some practical answers. 


Looking towards the future in the passenger aircraft field, the large 
orders placed many months ago and now in the process of being di- 
gested have made most of the operators somewhat sensitive about 
their future needs. Nevertheless, it is fully realized that there must 
be another generation of civil transports between today’s ‘podded’ 
aircraft and any supersonic types that may be developed. This new 
generation will definitely be of the rear-engined family and the lead 
which the United Kingdom has taken in the design of these should 
enable British manufacturers to capture some of the world market 
that will become available by the mid-sixties, both in the long-range 
and the medium-short-range fields. The pioneer of the rear-engined 
aircraft was the French Caravelle, and during 1960 an order for this 
aircraft was placed by United Airlines. The Douglas Company also 
came to an agreement with the French manufacturers to act both as 
United States representatives and, if necessary, builders of this aircraft 
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in the United States. Such recognition of a foreign rear-engined type 
by both United States operators and manufacturers is of great im- 
portance and will help acceptance of the British programmes for 
rear-engined aircraft, such as the D.H.121 and British Aircraft Cor- 
poration’s family of VC10, VC11 and allied types. 

Beyond this next rear-engine stage (which nwst fill the gap from 
about 1963 until at least 1970) looms the vexed cuestion of the super- 
sonic transport. As is the case in England, much thought and pre- 
liminary investigation is going into this development here and the more 
optimistic supporters of the supersonic transpor' are talking about a 
Mach 3 transport — as opposed to the British approach which is re- 
ported to be considering a limit of Mach 2. There is a very great back- 
ground of supersonic knowledge in the United Stites and the recent 
decision to go ahead with a supersonic bomber, the B.70, has lent 
support to those who think that a Mach 3 transport is a possibility by 
1970. Whichever and whatever type is built, however, it is generally 
agreed that no supersonic aircrait, whatever its ‘Mach number, can 
possibly be ready for airline operation before 1970, and indeed no 
airline would be ready financially or practically for such a step before 
that time. Every survey made here indicates firstly that the number 
of aircraft required will be small and secondly that the airlines would 
not be able to pay the tremendous price which the manufacturers 
would have to ask if they were to get a profitable return on the huge 
development and manufacturing costs involved. In other words, the 
project is one that must receive Government assistance in one way 
or another. 

In the aircraft engine and accessory field, although 1960 has not 
produced any spectacular sales, the British manufacturers have held 
their own. The fitting of Rolls-Royce engines to American-built jet 
and propeller-turbine aircraft continues and a number of Convair 
type piston-engined transports have been re-engined with Napier 
Eland propeller-turbines and are flying successfully with operators 
here. In the aircraft accessory and radio field British equipment 
continues to be imported and a number of agreements for sales or 
manufacturing rights have been negotiated between British and 
American companies. The acceptance by the United States Federal 
Aviation Agency of a new British airport approach lighting system 
is a source of satisfaction although it is doubtful if this recognition 
will altogether make up for the ruffled feelings engendered by the 
arguments over Decca. 

Looking towards 1961 some British aircraft sales may well be 
made in the North American Continent but the competition is tough 
and the Americans will do everything they possibly can to prevent 
another break-through such as that achieved with the Viscount. On 
the whole, however, the American airline operators are less national- 
istic in their outlook than might be expected and the competitive 
situation between them is so intense that they will buy wherever they 
can find an aircraft which suits their particular requirements, is 
economically sound, is backed by a manufacturer in whom they have 
faith and will give them an edge over their competitors.

British School Wins Highest Award of Milan 
Triennale 


‘THE UNITED KINGDOM primary school, which formed the official 
British Government exhibit at the recent Milan Triennale, has been 
awarded the unique distinction of a ‘Gran premio con menzione 
speciale’ by the International Jury. This is the highest award at the 
Triennale. 

In addition two gold medals were gained by Adamsez Ltd., of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne for their exhibition of sanitary equipment, and 
Wilkinson Sword Company for their garden hoe, ‘Swoe’ and silver 
medals were awarded to Izons and Co. Ltd. for their ovenware, 
the Royal College of Art for an exhibition of work, and to Sherwood 
Industries Ltd., and H. F. Howland Limited who shared the award 
for pupils desks and chairs. 

The United Kingdom primary school was designed by the County 
Architect to the Nottinghamshire County Council, Mr. W. D. Lacey, 
on behalf of the Ministry of Education and the Nottinghamshire 
Local Education Authority. The steel frame was supplied and erected 
by Brockhouse Steel Structure Ltd. The majority of the component 
parts as well as the furniture and equipment were supplied either 
free, on loan or on favourable terms by a large number of British 
manufacturers, publishers and suppliers. 
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BRITISH WOOLLENS PROMOTION 
IN SOUTH AFRICA 


THE VALUE of personal contact in promoting the sale of British 
goods abroad was illustrated in a singular way recently by the 
Manager of the British Woollens campaign in South Africa, Mr. 
Gerald Barnato. Finding that he had some display material over from 
his latest campaign in the main cities of the Union, Mr. Barnato 
decided to push out into country districts of Cape Province. 


Starting from Cape Town in a van emblazoned with campaign 
slogans, he motored 1,200 miles into the South Western Districts, 
Cape Midlands and the Karoo. The success of his venture was 
immediate. Each of the 50 stores and shops he visited expressed 
surprise when given selling aids without charge, and promised to 
stage special windows featuring British wool textiles. Some did so 
straight away and arranged displays on the spot, with Mr. Barnato’s 
advice and assistance. At the same time, supporting publicity was 
arranged in the local Press through institutional advertising and a 
number of editorial write-ups of Mr. Barnato’s personal trek. 

The theme of the British Woollens campaign in the Union has 
been that much of South Africa’s best merino wool is exported to 
the United Kingdom and comes back in the form of hand-knitting 
wool and high-styled wool fabrics. As Mr. Barnato’s cross-country 
tour took him into some of the most famous wool-growing areas in 
the Union, the significance of this message was fully appreciated 
and in places like Graaff-Reinet and Beaufort West interest was 
shown in the British Woollens campaign. 


Mr. Barnato returned to Cape Town knowing that the display 
material he had left behind would be put to good use for many 
months to come and also knowing that as a result of only a fortnight’s 
campaign he had built up a large fund of goodwill towards British 
Wool Textiles. 

The British Woollens campaign in South Africa is directed on 
behalf of the United Kingdom industry by the National Wool Textile 
Export Corporation, Bradford. The Union is a leading customer for 
British wool products and is one of the four major overseas markets 
in which a large-scale promotion is being carried on by the Export 
Corporation, the others being the United States, Canada and 
Western Germany. 


Collection of Migration and Tourist Statistics 


THE GOVERNMENT have decided to collect migration and tourist 
statistics of British and Commonwealth passengers travelling on 
the long air routes (beyond Europe) by means of a voluntary sample. 
The information will be used in particular to estimate tourist receipts 
and expenditure —- two important items in the United Kingdom 
balance of payments — with the minimum inconvenience to all con- 
cerned. If sampling methods are successful the Government will not 
make an Order for air cards under the Statistics of Trade Act, 1947, 
as had previously been contemplated. 

Sampling procedures will also be applied to British passengers on 
the short sea and air routes to Continental and Mediterranean ports. 
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Imports of Some Basketware from the Relaxation 
and Dollar Areas 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce by Notice to Importers No. 961 
dated January 3, 1961, that the quota for imports of baskets and 
basketware of cane, willow or wicker from the Relaxation and Dollar 
Areas during the calendar year 1961 will be £320,000. 


As in 1960, the quota will cover imports from all countries (outside 
the Scheduled Territories) other than: 

Albania, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Germany (Soviet Zone), 
Hungary, Japan, North Korea, North Vietnam, the People’s 
Republic of China, Poland, Roumania and the Union of the 
Soviet Socialist Republics. 


Applications are now invited from traders to whom import licences 
for baskets and basketware of cane, willow or wicker were issued 
for 1960. Such applications should be accompanied by returns of 
imports in the following form, certified by an independent practising 


accountant: 


“The value of baskets and basketware (other than furniture) of cane, 
willow or wicker imported from the Relaxation and Dollar Areas in 1960 
against orders I/we placed direct with the overseas supplier was 


(c.i.f.). 
(Owner, partner, company director or 
secretary) 


The certificate by the accountant should be in the following form: 


‘I/we have examined the method adopted in arriving at the figure 
stated in the above return and am/are of the opinion that it is a reason- 
able one. I/we have conferred with the officials and employees concerned 
in the compilation of the figure and have made such tests as I/we have 
considered necessary. Having received such information and explana- 
tions as I/we have required, I/we report that in my/our opinion the 
figure is the one required. 


Applications will also be considered from other current importers 
having a direct interest in baskets or basketware. 


Applications for licences should be made on form TIP/A or ILB/A 
and sent to reach the Board of Trade, Tariff and Import Policy 
Division, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, not later than 
January 19, 1961. Traders who wish to safeguard themselves against 
risk of loss of their applications in transmission should send them by 
registered post. Page 1 of the application form should be completed; 
on page 2, only the desired value of the licence need be entered; 
on page 3 and copies, only the applicant’s name, full postal address and 
reference number (if any) and the description of the goods — (Basket- 
ware of cane, willow or wicker (other than furniture) - should be 
inserted. 


Licences will be valid for imports up to December 31, 1961. 


Applicants are reminded that any person who intentionally or 
recklessly makes any false statement or furnishes any document or 
declaration false in a material particular for the purpose of obtaining 
an import licence is liable to a fine not exceeding £500 and/or a term 
of imprisonment, not exceeding six months. In addition the import 
licence will be void from the date of issue and any goods imported 
under it will be liable to forfeiture under the Customs Acts.

1961 
THE BOARD OF TRADE by Notice to Importers No. 963 dated 


January 6, 1961, announce that arrangements for imports of sugar 
in 1961 will be based on the International Sugar Agreement of 1958. 


Imports from Participating Countries 


Imports of sugar, including invert sugar, molasses, syrups and other 
forms of liquid sugar not admissible unde: the Open General Licence, 
will, as before, be admitted without limitation of quantity uncer Open 
Individual Licences when originating in any country which is a party 
to the International Sugar t. The countries participating 
in the Agreement, in addition to the United Kingdom and many 
United Kingdom dependencies, including the British West Indies, 
British Guiana, British Honduras, Fiji and Mauritius, are as follows: 

Australia, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, Costa Rica, Cuba, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark, Dominican Republic, El Salvadore, France 
(including Algeria, Martinique, G pe, French Guiana, 
Reunion Island), Federal Republic of Germany, Ghana, Greece, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Hungary, Indonesia, Republic of Ireland, 
Italy, Japan, Mexico, Morocco, Netherlands, New Zealand, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Peru, Philippines, Poland, Portugal, Union 
of South Africa, Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, United 
States of America. (In addition, the Open Individual Licences 
will cover imports from Formosa). 

Traders who hold Open Individual Licences under the earlier 
arrangements are being advised of the extension of the validity 
date of their licences to the end of 1961. Other traders may make 
application on form ILB/A or TIP/A which should be sent to the 
Board of Trade, Tariff and Import Policy Division, Horse Guards 
Avenue, London, S.W.1. Page 1 of the application form should be 
completed and page 2 left blank; on page 3 (and copies) the applicant's 
name, full postal address and reference number and the description 
of goods (Sugar, including invert sugars, molasses, syrups, and other 
forms of liquid sugar) should be inserted. 


Imports from Non-Participating Countries 

Traders who wish to contract for supplies from non-participating 
countries, for which there is a fixed quota covering sugay as defined 
above, should apply to the Tariff and Import Policy Division, at the 
time of opening negotiations, for the reservation of a share of the 
quota, indicating the quantity they wish to import and the source. 
Reservations will be for a limited period and may initially be restricted 
in quantity. Licences will be issued only on the basis of these reserva- 
tions and on evidence of a firm contract having been made for de- 
liveries in 1961. They will be valid until December 31, 1961, and 
will not be extended. 


General 

Each holder of an Open Individual Licence or specific licence will be 
required to make returns of his imports (including NIL returns) to the 
Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food. Directions requiring 
the making of these returns will be sent to Licence holders in due course. 


Photographic Lighting Equipment 

THE COMMISSIONERS of Customs and Excise have reviewed the 
liability of photographic lighting equipment and give notice to the 
trade that with effect from February 1, 1961, the 25 per cent. charge 
under Group 24 of the Purchase Tax Schedule will apply to all hand 
held lighting units designed to operate in conjunction with cine or 
other cameras, whether or not the units are provided with camera 
platforms and whether or not the latter are drilled to accommodate 
a camera fixing screw. 

Studio lighting units not designed to be held in the hand are not at 
present affected by this decision and remain outside the scope of the 
Group. 
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Breaking into the Export Market

Sending Representatives Overseas Secured First Export Orders 
By 2 Board of Trade Journal Representative 


‘THINKING OF BREAKING into the export market? We did, 
three years ago. But before doing so we consulted the Export 
Section of the Board of Trade Regional Office for London and South- 
Eastern Region, together with the Export Services Branch of 
the Board and we found their help invaluable. Since our first 
venture in 1957 into the most competitive trade field of all we have 
never looked back. Today our products are known eastwards to 
Tokyo and westwards to Sam Francisco. We are not resting on our 
laurels. We are going out for newer markets in the United States and 
Canada and are seeking establishment in Australia. We think we shall 
succeed.’ 


This is not an advertising copywriter’s draft for a Government 
department. It is in essence an extract from a conversation I had 
with Mr. C. S. Whitehead, managing director of Spembly Ltd., of 
Chatham, Kent, a comparatively small firm of design, development 
and consulting engineers, employing about 250 people who are 
making tremendous headway in the export market. A firm who four 
years ago were content with selling to the home market. 

Board of Trade Journal Representative: It is very nice to hear 
you pay such tribute to a Government department, particularly as 
Ministers are constantly appealing to executives of firms wishing to 
export to use the services of the Board of Trade. But, surely, there 
are many other factors to be attributed to the success you have 
achieved in the export market? 


Mr. Whitehead: Yes, indeed. Not the least important is the 
fact that we visited countries abroad, quoted the right price, kept to 


our delivery dates, and dealt quickly with any request for after sales 
service. 


B.T,J.R.: There must be a lot more to it. How did you interest 
your potential customer in your products, and eventually effect a 
sale? 


Mr. Whitehead: In the first place, a manufacturer knows his 
potential market, or should do. To obtain lists of overseas firms 
using your products is simple. The Export Services Branch of the 
Board of Trade can assist a manufacturer there, and they will also 
notify their overseas commercial officers of the intention of the 
firm to send a representative. The important thing is to send 
the right man. In the case of technical equipment such as we 
make, laboratory products, it is of no use sending just a sales 
representative. It is necessary to send a technical man, a man 
who can deal with another technical person, who can talk the same 
language, and I don’t mean the language of the country. You must be 
able to prove to the potential customer that the equipment you have 
to offer is the right equipment, and the only equipment that can do 
the particular job. If adaptations are necessary, you must not be afraid 
to suggest that you can adapt the equipment to the specifications 
required, and it is here that the technical know-how is really impor- 
tant. Once you see that the customer is interested then it is necessary 
to press home the advantages of your product, not forgetting prices 
and delivery dates. 

Pe deaaag How did you first decide where to try to enter the export 


Mr. Whitehead: Having a good home market we found that we 
were being recommended to overseas visitors by various firms, and 
our first contact was with Atomic Energy authorities in Sweden. 
We sent representatives there and eventually we landed an order for 
several thousands of pounds. That was our first order. 


B.T.J.R. As yet you have not mentioned what you produce, and 
why overseas visitors to British factories should single your company 


out as the one which can provide them with the type of equipment 
needed? 

Mr. Whitehead: 'To answer that question, I must first emphasize 
that we are a specialist firm. Spembly Ltd. was formed in 1954 and 
was accompanied by the establishment of three separate engineering 
divisions concentrating on nuclear energy applications, machine 
design, and project development respectively. We make pressure 
ventilated suits and air supply equipment for people working in 
atomic energy research, we are working on the development of very 
high temperature furnaces operating at up to 3100°C., which are 
beginning to play an important part in the development of electric 
power by atomic energy. We are also working on new types of 
welding equipment for use in the preparation of temperature measure- 
ment apparatus for nuclear power stations. 


In connection with the pressure suit side of our business we have 
developed an intercommunication system which operates automatically 
only when someone is speaking. This completely eliminates un- 
wanted noise, normally emanating from other transmitting sources 
within the system. These, of course, are but a few of our researches 
and products; there are more but I don’t think they would necessarily 


help the potential manufacturer entering the export market for the 
first time. 


B.T.J.R.: Yes, I realize that. But what constructive help can you 
offer to a firm wishing to enter the export market with a product 
that is not as specialized as yours? 


Mr. Whitehead: Whether the product of a factory, or in our case 
a laboratory, is specialized or not, the same principles must apply to 
all who wish to sell their wares abroad. I have already pointed out 
the importance of visiting the country in which a sale is desired, with 
all its ramifications of technical know-how, prompt delivery dates 
and an efficient after sales service. It is our experience that writing 
letters to overseas firms offering them the products of your factory 
has not very much effect. Furthermore, I am convinced that this 
applies to most products. In our own case we found that overseas 
firms were writing to us for specifications of certain of our products. 
We replied giving them details, but received no response. Imme- 
diately we visited the country we found that considerable interest 
was shown in what we had to offer and, as I have said, we obtained 
our first order. From there we have progressed, and now our develop- 
ments are being used in France, Belgium, Denmark and Switzerland. 
In those countries we were able to talk to technical representatives, 
answer questions, point out the advantages of our equipment, advise 
them on the construction of a building necessary to house our equip- 
ment, redesign the building if necessary, but most important of all, 
meet their requirements and help them. I will add this that our staff 
here at Chatham are prepared to work throughout the day and all 
night to produce a desired product and comply with a delivery date. 
That, I think, is the secret of export success — be prepared to meet the 


customer’s needs, keep promises, and have confidence in the product 
you are selling. 3 


In previous Board of Trade Journal articles, on Breaking Into the 
Export Market, other writers have also stressed these points, which 
again adds weight to the importance of visiting the overseas customer, 
keeping the promise of delivery dates, quoting the right price, and 
where necessary effecting a prompt and sure after sales service. In 
addition to which, to quote the Prime Minister speaking on the 
export drive in London earlier this year: “There must be many who 
could avail themselves of Government services. I hope they will 
not be held back by diffidence.’

Diesel Engines for Western Germany 


Orders totalling more than £1,000,000 have been placed by a well- 
known German combine harvester manufacturer with Perkins 
Engines Ltd., of Peterborough. The orders have been received from 
Gebr. Claas Maschinenfabrik, of Harsewinkel, West Germany, and 
include a substantial order for the new six cylinder, direct injection 
Perkins Six 354 agricultural diesel engine which made its debut at 
the Smithfield Show in London on December 5. This engine is to be 
fitted in the new Claas Matador self-propelled combine, which was 
also on show at Smithfield. The other power units are the four 
cylinder direct injection Four 270 and the four cylinder 1-6 litre 
Four 99 diesels used in the S.F., Europa and Columbus combines. 
Deliveries of the Four 99 will be completed by the end of the year 
and of the other engines in the Spring. It is estimated that at least 
40,000 Perkins engines have been sold to Germany in the past seven 
years, and the Peterborough Group has a subsidiary, F. Perkins, 
Kundendienst GmbH, at Aschaffenburg, responsible for maintaining 
an extensive sales and service organization throughout Germany. 


Argosies for United States of America 


A contract has been signed between Riddle Airlines Inc., of Miami, 
United States, and Sir W. G. Armstrong Whitworth Aircraft Ltd., 
a member of Hawker Siddeley Aviation, for seven Armstrong 
Whitworth Argosy freighters. The order is worth about $12, 000,000 ,000 
with spares. Riddle have also asked for an option on a further eight 
Argosies. The Argosy will be used on Riddle’s $25,000,000 Logair 
contract for flying outsize military cargo, and will become the first 
uncompromised civil prop-jet freighter to go into service in the 
western world. The seven aircraft for Riddle brings total Argosy 
firm orders up to 63. The Argosy is powered by four Rolls-Royce 
Dart prop-jets and cruises at nearly 290 m.p.h. 


Building Construction in Rhodesia 


John Laing Ltd., of London announce that in Rhodesia the 
Minister of Labour, Social Welfare and Housing, has made a state- 
ment on an agreement on African housing between the Southern 
Rhodesia Government and African Housing Development (Pvt.) 
Ltd. Work is beginning immediately on the construction of approxi- 
mately 1,000 houses and three schools at Highfields, Salisbury, 
Southern Rhodesia. There will be 800 three-roomed terraced houses 
and 180 four-roomed semi-detached houses, all of which will have 
water and electricity. The scheme includes road making and sewerage. 
More than 300 European and African artisans and African labourers 
will be employed on the first stage of the scheme at Highfields, which 
is expected to be completed early in 1962. African families will move 
into the new houses as soon as each block is completed. The Southern 
Rhodesia Government will rent the houses and schools from African 
Housing Development (Pvt.) Ltd. for a period of 30 years, at the end 
of which the Government will acquire full ownership of the scheme. 


Lifebuoys for Australia 


Expanded Rubber Company Ltd., of Croydon, Surrey, have 
announced the receipt of an order trom Australia for B. 700 S.W. 
Onazote lifebuoys to be used by air/sea rescue launches by the Royal 
Australian Air Force. These lifebuoys are claimed to be unaffected 
by salt water, sun and rough usage. The B.700 (30 in. outside diameter) 
is for general marine use and is capable of supporting a 42 lb. weight 
of soft iron water indefinitely. Weighing only 6lb. it is said to be an 
easy matter to throw it a considerable distance and yet it will support 
three adults in water. 


Aluminium Solder for Western Germany and United States 

Industrial Synthetic (U.K.) Ltd. of London, which recently 
acquired world manufacturing rights of “Tin-A-Lum’, a fluxless 
aluminium solder, have received a contract valued at $550,000 from 
the United States and have also concluded arrangements with 
Western Germany for the supply of “Tin-A-Lum’ to the approximate 
value of £50,000.

Electrical Equipment for Portugal 


Amongst other contracts obtained recently by A.E.I. for the 
paper industry is one valued at approximately £100,000 covering 
electrical equipment required for a second pulp mill which the 
Caima Pulp Co., of Oporto, are constructing at Constancia in the 
south of Portugal. This is located on the river Tagus about 70 miles 
upstream from Lisbon. A.E.I. are to supply power house equipment, 
low-tension and high-tension distribution switchgear, control gear, 
as well as nearly all the electric motors required. The new mill is 
scheduled to start production in the spring of 1961. Initially it will 
produce 20,000 tons of sulphite eucaiyptus pulp per annum, and 
there are plans for a later extension which will more than double 
this capacity. Markets for the pulp will be mainly in Portugal, 
Belgium, France and the United Kingdom. The mill is being planned 
and co-ordinated by Boving & Co. Ltd., of London, who are also 
supplying the pulp process machinery. The boiler plant is being 
supplied by Kwa & Wilcox Ltd. and will be associated with 
A.E.l. generating plant and power distribution equipment. 


More Buses for New Zealand 


A.E.C. Ltd., announced on December 9 that more city bus 
services in Wellington, New Zealand, are to be operated by the 
A.E.C. ‘Reliance’ underfloor-engined single-deck bus. The Wellington 
City Corporation Transport Department, who already operate a 
fleet of more than 100 single-deck buses, and who first put 67 
‘Reliance’ vehicles into service some five years ago, have placed a 
repeat order for 44 of these vehicles. The new buses will be put into 
service as the final phase in a tram conversion programme aimed at 
improving passenger facilities and reducing operating costs in New 
Zealand’s capital. They will have 40-seat bodies of aluminium alloy 
construction manufactured by New Zealand Motor Bodies Ltd., to 
dimensions of 30 ft. by 8 ft. Power will be delivered by the A.E.C. 
AH 470 horizontal six-cylinder high-speed diesel engine, which 
develops 112 b.h.p. at 2,000 r.p.m. A.E.C. ‘Monocontrol’ semi- 
automatic gear boxes and compressed air brakes will be fitted. 


British Weather Radar for German Airports 


Frankfurt, Hanover, Hamburg, Munich and Schleswig airports 
are all being equipped with Decca weather radar, Installations are 
being completed at Frankfurt and Hamburg and will be evaluated 
by the German Meteorological Service in the New Year prior to 
being taken over by local aviation weather services. The use of 
weather radar at these high density airports is in line with the 
increased fitting of similar equipment at large numbers of inter- 
national airports throughout the world, The fitting of weather radar 
at Frankfurt, in particular, is of special significance because of the 
air traffic control problems associated with such a busy air terminal.

Orders, Deliveries, Production and Exports in the Engineering Industries 


NEW ORDERS cours) to be received in the industries pro- 
ducing engineering and electrical goods (Order WI of the Standard 
Industrial Classification), locomotives and railway track equipment, 
railway carriages and wagons, heavy commercial vehicles and wheeled 
tractors in October at about the same rate as in the second and third 
quarters of the year. Deliveries, however, increased rapidly, and 
mainly seasonally, in the early Autumn months and in October were 
about the same as net new orders. ‘The volume of orders on hand 
has changed little since the end of August. 

In the engineering and eletrical goods industries the volume of 
production in October was, it is estimated, 2 per cent. more than in 
October 1959. The whole of the increase was in industries producing 
capital goods where output was still though ata slower 
rate than im the early months of 1960. During the third quarter, 
manufacturers’ deliveries of engineering consumer goods, other than 
domestic refrigerators which were approaching the seasonal trough, 
seem to have stopped falling after the sharp decline in the second 
quarter. 


More detailed information about output in the engineering 
industries in the third quarter is now available and the values of 


deliveries of certain mechanical and electrical products are shown 


in Table 3. The figures show increases of output in a wide range of 
engineering goods. In the industries producing heavy industrial 
plant the increases were smaller and there were some 
reductions. There were substantial reductions in deliveries of 
domestic electrical appliances and rotating electrical machines (many 
of the smaller machines are for use in the production of domestic 
appliances). 

An account of the statistics of deliveries, orders on hand and 
net new orders in Table 1 for the wider group of engineering and 
allied industries with definitions of the industries covered was pub- 
lished in an article in the Board of Trade Journal on July 22, 1960 
(page 182). A description of the scheme of engineering statistics 
definitions of the industries covered appeared in an article in the 
Beard of Tradé Journal May 1 1959 1077)

Northern Ireland Index of Industrial Production 


THE PROVISIONAL index of industrial production for Northern 
Ireland for October, 1960, prepared by the Ministry of Commerce, is 
130. This is 2 points higher than the index for September 1960, and 
5 points higher than the index for October 1959. The index numbers 
for the major trade groups are higher in October 1960, than in 
October 1959, with the exception of construction which is 14 points 
lower. The index numbers of the main industrial groups in October 
1960, with the increase or decrease on October 1959 are: textile 117

THE TREASURY announced on December 22 the Bank overdrafts at 
December 14, 1960 of the bodies to which advances may be made 
under Section 42 of the Finance Act, 1956, as amended by Section 78 
of the Finance Act, 1960.

Additions and Amendments to the Register 

A list of additions and amendments made to the alphabetical 
index to the register between October 1 and December 31, 1960, 
is given below; the amendments are shown in italics. The index as 
it stood at July 30, 1957, was published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on August 16, 1957 (pages 371-378), to which subsequent additions 
and amendments have been published at approximately quarterly 
intervals — the last on October 7, 1960. 

The purpose of the index is to help the public in searching for 
agreements in the public register itself. The index shows commodities 
which are the subject of agreements on the register, and the com- 
modities are described exactly as they are in the particulars submitted 
to the Registrar of the agreements concerned. Where an agreement 
operates in a particular area, this has been indicated whenever 
practicable. The symbol ‘C’ indicates that the agreement in question 
has been referred to the Restrictive Practices Court and that the Court 
has made a declaration or order, a copy of which has been entered on 
the registered file. Symbol ‘D’ means that an agreement has been 
determined; ‘E’ signifies that an agreement has expired or will expire 
at a given date; and ‘F’ indicates that an agreement has been varied, 
whether by the removal of registrable restrictions or otherwise as to 
its terms or parties, so that it would not have been registrable at all 
had it taken the varied form at the time of registration. The date 
following each symbol indicates the month concerned. 


‘D’ and ‘F’ Agreements 

The list below, headed ‘D’ and ‘F’ agreements, brings up to date 
at December 31, 1960, the list of agreements determined or varied 
as described above. Although these agreements already appear in 
the above mentioned lists of additions and amendments, they are 
shown separately under this heading for the benefit of readers.. Agree- 
ments which were registered as running for a specified period which 
has now expired, or will expire on a given date (i.e. those marked 
‘E’ in the main list), are not included in the ‘D’ and ‘F’ list; in many 


cases these ‘E’ agreements are intended to be renewed or re-made 
in a similar form on expiry. 

It should be noted that the inclusion of an agreement about a 

ity in the “D’ and ‘F’ list does not necessarily mean that there 

are no other restrictive agreements about that commodity. Further, 
a ‘D’ or ‘F’ agreement may sometimes be replaced by a new agreement 
which will appear in the main list of additions and amendments when 
it is registered. 
Agreements Referred to the Restrictive Practices Court 

On April 10, 1959, there was published in the Board of Trade 
Journal (page 859) a list of all agreements in respect of which Notices 
of Reference (constituting formal commencement of proceedings 
before the Restrictive Practices Court) had been issued, except those 
which had already been dealt with by the Court. Subsequent additions 
have been published at quarterly intervals but no Notices of Reference 
have been issued during the October-December 1960 quarter. Anyone 
who may be in a position to assist the Court with evidence from his 
own experience of results of any of these agreements which he thinks 
affect the public interest, is asked to communicate as early as possible 
with the Treasury Solicitor’s Branch, Office of the Registrar of 
Restrictive Trading Agreements, Chancery House, Chancery Lane, 
London, W.C.2.

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New British Standards 


New British Standards are reviewed below. ; Copies are obtainable 
from the British Standards Institution, British Standards House, 2

Pallets for Materials Handling 

This British Standard (B.S. 2629: 1960) was first published in 
1955 to establish a series of pallet sizes and capacities for through 
transit which were acceptable to transport organizations and 
convenient for transport and storage within individual organizations. 
The aim was to ensure that palletized unit loads could be moved 
from manufacturer to consumer with the minimum of handling 
and by means of as wide a range as possible of handling equipment. 

The standard has how been revised and the new edition gives 
full recognition to the work on palletization carried out by the 
International Organization for Standardization (ISO). 

The three sizes of small flat pallets considered by ISO to be 
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suitable for international trade have been adopted as British Standard 
sizes, namely: the 32 x 40 in., 32 x 48 in. and 40 x 48 in. Two other 
sizes of flat pallets have been included: the 40 x 40 in., which is 
considered one of the most suitable sizes for transport in standard 
railway vehicles in the United Kingdom, and the 36 x 48 in., which 
has been introduced at the request of the refractory products 
industry and the steel industry. All five sizes have been adopted as 
the British Standard sizes for box pallets and post pallets. 


Another change in the standard is the adoption of the ISO 
recommendation for the minimum size of openings in the bottom 
deck of pallets provided for handling by pallet trucks. This change

The standard also includes a list of terms and definitions which 
have been established internationally by ISO and which will be the 
subject of a future ISO recommendation. Price 6s. 


Testing of Steel 

With the increasing competition in international trading in 
pressure vessels, there is a growing demand for data concerning 
high temperature properties of the steels used. B.S. 3228, Part 3: 
1960 is part of a series setting out standard procedures for obtaining 
such data and it relates to creep strength. Requirements are specified 


for the method of test, selection of samples, test conditions and the 
presentation of results. 


The object of this series of procedures, which are intended for 
use with B.S. 3082, ‘Mechanical testing of steel at elevated tempera- 
tures’, is to ensure that test results are obtained by a common method 
so that they are acceptable to both British and foreign buyers of 
steel and steel equipment. Price 3s. 


Toughened Polystyrene Extruded Sheet 


Industry’s need for a standard for toughened polystyrene extruded 
sheet- mainly used in forming processes on manufacturing, 
particularly in the refrigerator industry, is met by the publication 
of B.S. 3209: 1960. Requirements are specified for two types of 
toughened polystyrene extruded sheet: the plain type and the type 
faced on one side with a thermoplastic foil. 


Details are included of the required composition, dimensions 
with tolerances and physical properties. ‘B.S. 3290’ is one of the marks 
required to appear on containers of sheet purporting to comply with 
the standard. B.S.I.’s well-known certification mark, “The Kite’, 
may also be applied if the manufacturer is licensed to use it. Price 3s. 


Winter Gritters for Roads 


In recent years, there has been a major advance in the technique 
of gritting roads in winter; the revision of B.S. 1622 reflects this 
‘break-through.’ It is intended to help local authorities by spreading 
knowledge of the new techniques and providing a yardstick by which 
to judge gritting machines. If this revised standard is adopted by 
manufacturers and local authorities, Britain’s roads should be a lot 
safer in winter. 


To help local authorities choose the most appropriate gritter (the 
gritter suitable for the motorway is not the best or the most economic 
for the country lane) machines are classified in five categories. 
Essential requirements for construction and performance are laid 
down, with tests, to ensure that gritters spread the right amount of 
material (so that stockpiles or depots can be appropriately spaced), 
spread it evenly (to obtain maximum efficiency and economy and 
avoid patchy effects which can be dangerous to motorists and harmful 
to the surface) and spread it in the right places (avoiding, for example, 
the verges). 

Neat salt, seldom used ten years ago when this standard was first 
published, is now recognized as a valuable gritting material and is 
used not only after the onset of snow and ice but beforehand, as a 
precautionary measure. The economic use of salt calls for gritters 
which can spread as little as 1 oz. per sq. yd. uniformly over wide 
carriageways and the revised standard takes this into account. 

'T> allow manufacturers time for re-design, interim standards 
are laid down in this revised publication, with the proviso that after 
three years, they will become much more stringent. Manufacturers 
who claim that their gritters conform to the standard are required to 
supply a certificate stating whether the gritter is capable of passing 
the interim or final test requirements. The B.S.I. certification mark 
may also be used, under licence from B.5S.1. Price 6s.

*‘Master’’ Standard for Domestic Appliances 


As has already been announced by the British Standards Institution, 
the criterion for approval by the new British Electrical Approvals 
Board for Domestic Appliances will be compliance with the relevant 
British Standards; the mark of approval will be associated with word- 
ing to this effect. 
So that the wording can be specific and identifiable, it becomes 
necessary for a single British Standard number to be allocated for 
this purpose, and for all the approvals requirements for domestic 
electrical appliances to be incorporated as part of the one British 
Standard. The number B.S.3456 has, therefore, been reserved with the 
title ‘Test and approval specifications for domestic electrical appliances.’ 
As the Approvals Board has requested that appropriate steps to 
implement this policy should be taken by the B.S.1. as rapidly as 
possible, the test and approval specifications for domestic electrical 
appliances will be issued in a number of parts, including the following: 


Part A: Heating and cooking appliances. 
Part B: Motor-operated appliances. 

Each part will be divided into sections, Section 1 dealing with general 
requirements applicable to all appliances in the group, and subsequent 
sections dealing with particular requirements for individual types of 
appliance. All these sections will, in due course, be drafted in a uniform 
pattern, but for the immediate present, some existing British Standards 
for domestic electrical appliances will be re-issued in their present 
form, but bearing the new number; for example, B.S.1670 ‘Electric 
fires’ is being re-issued as B.S.3456, Part A, Section 2.

BOARD OF TRADE JOURNAL 


This article, by J. S. A. Selwyn, First Secretary (Commercial) at the British Embassy, Beirut, 
is mainly directed to the manufacturer who has not so far exported to this country. 


RE YOU INTERESTED in a market for consumer goods, with 

virtually no import restrictions and reasonable tariffs? If so, you 

are invited to consider the market possibilities of Lebanon, the 
trading centre of the Middle East, where there is said at the present 
moment to be £100 million sterling lying in current accounts in the 
banks just waiting to be spent. The value of Lebanese imports has 
been increasing at the steady rate of 11 per cent. per year for the 
past seven years and the prospects are that this rhythm will be main- 
tained as long as revenues from the sale of oil flow into the Arabian 
Peninsula and Persian Gulf, a steady 10 per cent. per annum of which 
is said to be spent in Lebanon. 


Unfortunately, the prospects of the Lebanese market have appealed 
more to our Continental competitors than to ourselves. Our own 
exports to this country have gone down every year since 1957 whereas 
those of the West Germans, Italians and French have been in- 
creasing. 

Where have we failed in this market? First of all, it is probable 
that many exporters. pass over Lebanon because of its small size—it 
covers half the area of Wales and has a population of little more than 
1} million. Yet the average income per head of population at $419-81 
is higher than that of Japan ($354:34), Greece ($354-29), 
Spain ($277-66) and Portugal (4235-75); in fact it stands 26th in a 
list of per capita incomes of 64 of the world’s major countries. Com- 
pared with other states of the Middle East, Lebanon’s standard of 
living is twice-as high as that of Syria, which in turn is twice as high 
as that of Egypt. These facts put Lebanon’s size into a different 
perspective. 


Purchasing Power 


But purchasing power in this country is by no means limited to the 
local inhabitants. There is scarcely a sheikh in the oil-bearing states 
who does not own a summer palace in a Lebanese mountain holiday 
resort or even in Beirut itself to which he comes with an enormous 
retinue every year for several months, not only to escape the heat of 
his own country but also to seek new ways to spend his money. 
Lebanon is becoming more and more a shopping centre for the 
whole Middle East in which, where the choosing of attractive luxury 
articles is concerned, money is no object. Strange stories are told of 
the use to which some of these luxury articles are put. We heard the 
other day of a brand new unused and extremely expensive sports car 
being pushed around as a movable platform for an interior decorator. 
We have also heard of a Rolls Royce used exclusively for the accom- 
modation of chickens. 


Another factor which may deter the exporter is perhaps a fear 
of instability. Memories are still fresh of the summer of 1958 when for 
six months Beirut rocked with bomb explosions and small arms’ 
fire, not, fortunately, directed at anybody in particular, which took 
its place with violent quarrelling, car hooting, the screech of skidding 
tyres and the crash of colliding vehicles, as part of the normal sound 
pattern of the city. Yet, despite the paralysis of commerce during this 
time, within a year vi y all outstanding bills had been paid and 
orders increased by 20 per cent. to maintain the annual rhythm of 
increased trade. It may not be easy to do so, but British exporters are 
urged to take an optimistic view of disturbances in the Middle East 
in relation to trade. Could any one year between 1948 and 1958 be 
considered to be calmer than any other? Yet the total volume of 
imports into the area increased during those ten years by 200 per 
cent. 


Opportunities 


Let us now consider where the openings in this market lie by 
examining the performance of some of our more successful competitors. 
Outstanding among them is Western Germany, whose exports to 
Lebanon in 1959 rose by 45 per cent. compared with the previous 
year. She doubled her sales of pharmaceuticals, quadrupled her sales 
of iron and steel bars, secured a 55 per cent. share of imports of 
television receivers and nearly doubled her sales of passenger cars. 
Italy increased her exports by 13 per cent.; she doubled her sales of 
pharmaceuticals, woollen textiles, passenger cars and refrigerators—of 
the latter she sold four times as many as we did. Belgium trebled her 
exports of building materials. France, whose exports to Lebanon 
rose by only 4 per cent., nevertheless increased her pharmaceuticals 
by 35 per cent., her building materials by 16 per cent. and her cars 
by 30 per cent. Japan, who is doubling her exports to Lebanon every 
year, trebled her sales of tyres, and swept the market in miniature 
transistor radios. In the first six months of this year she has brought 
in more than twice as many television sets as has Britain, the country 
which invented television. This recital of successes can be depressing: 
it can also serve as a challenge. 

If, having read so far, you now feel that you have an article which 
should sell in Lebanon, you will want to know how to get into the 
market. In the first instance, you are recommended to get in touch 
either personally or im writing with the Export Services Branch of 
the Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1, 
from whom you will be able to obtain valuable information and

advice. After this, you may wish to write to the Commercial Secretary 
of the British Embassy in Beirut for more detailed information about 
the prospects of selling your product here and asking for a list of 
possible agents. It is rarely possible to sell direct in Lebanon; an agent 
is virtually essential. In making your choice you would be well 
advised to come out to Beirut in person. 


Having selected an agent and started him off, you will of course 
bear in mind that however promising a start he may make, he is 
absolutely certain to go off unless he is regularly visited by some one 
representing your firm. We do not, fortunately, hear of many disputes 
between principals and agents but when we do it invariably emerges 
that there has been insufficient personal contact between visits. Two 
years between visits is considered to be the maximum consistent with 
reasonable progress but a visit once a year is better. 


Among the countries in the Middle East, Lebanon’s relative 
stability is high and she will always have money as long as oil is bought 
from her neighbours. Beirut is known as the shop window of the 
Middle East; goods sold there can attract attention much further 
afield. ‘The Lebanese like the British and would like to do more 
business with them. In 1957 we achieved the position of leading 
exporter to Lebanon. Now we stand fifth. Let us hope that one day 
before long we shall be able to regain our former position. 


Trade and Financial Arrangements 


United Kingdom and Czechoslovakia 


BY MUTUAL AGREEMENT between the Board of Trade and the 
Czechoslovak Ministry of Foreign Trade it has been decided that the 
quotas for trade between the two countries for which provision was 
made in the Anglo-Czechoslovak Trade Arrangement of April 13, 
1960, for the calendar year 1960, (see Board of Trade Journal April 22, 
1960, page 887) should be extended, on a proportionate basis, for a 
period of three months from January 1, 1961. 


The purpose of this arrangement is to avoid interruption in trade 
between the two countries pending completion of discussions 
which are now taking place between representatives of the Board of 
Trade and of the Czechoslovak Ministry of Foreign Trade about 
quotas for United Kingdom exports to Czechoslovakia and Czecho- 
slovak exports to the United Kingdom in the Calendar year 1961. 


France and Hungary 


Tue French Moniteur Officiel du’ Commerce et de I’Industrie of 
December 7, 1960, has published the extension of the trade agreement 
between France and Hungary of April 17, 1959, for a period of six 
months from December 1, 1960, to May 31, 1961. 


Quota lists attached to the agreement have been extended pro rata 
temporis with an increase in value for a few of the quotas. 


New quotas that have been added to the list of Hungarian exports 
to France and the French Community are boots of rubberized fabric, 
industrial boots and petit point tapestry. 

New quotas for the list of French exports to Hungary will include 
fine and special papers and sheets of waste wood.

£5,000,000 Loan to India | 
THE SIGNATURE took place in Delhi on December 23 of the formal 


agreement concerning a loan of £5 million from the United Kingdom 
Government for use by India to finance a broad range of imports 
from the United Kingdom in the current financial year 1960-61. 

t in principle on this loan was announced on September 
23, 1960, following a meeting in London between Mr. Selwyn Lloyd, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Mr. Morarji Desai, India’s 
Minister of Finance. 

The Loan Agreement provides for a repayment period of 20 years 
including a grace period of 5 years before repayment commences. 
This has been arranged in order to reduce the repayments falling 
due in the coming period of India’s economic development. Previous 
United Kingdom loans to India have been repayable in part over 
10 years and in part over 20 years.

Tariff, Customs and Import Regulations in Overseas Countries 


Imports from Non-member Countries to European Economic Community 


EXCEPTIONS to the general rules for community treatment in the 
European Economic Community for goods imported from non- 
member countries are given below. 


Article 115 of the Treaty of Rome provides that any member of 
the European Economic ‘Community can, in cases of commercial or 
economic clifficulties arising from the carrying out of the commercial 
policies of the community, be authorized by the Commission to take 
protective measures. 


The Federal German Republic, France and Italy have invoked the 
above provision in respect of the items listed below. As a result, 
when these items have been imported into a member country from 
non-member countries they will not on further movement from that 
member country to the country indicated, benefit from the internal 
tariff reductions and increases in quotas which have been granted by 
that country to the other member countries of the Community; even 
though they may be accompanied by a Circulation Certificate issued 
under the conditions set out in the notice appearing on page 1528 
of the Board of Trade Journal of December 30, 1960.

‘THE AUSTRALIAN Minister for Trade has referred to the Tariff 
Board for inquiry and report the question (1) What tariff assistance 
should be accorded the production in Australia of aluminium, 
including aluminium alloys whose chief part by weight consists 
of aluminium, in the form of ingots, pigs, blocks, bars, billets or 
cast rods. This reference has been made pursuant to the Govern- 
ment’s obligation under the terms of sale of the Australian 
Aluminium Production Commission plant at Bell Bay, Tasmania, 
to provide protection to the Australian aluminium industry during 
the four years commencing January 3, 1961, and to ensure to the 
industry (for the whole of the Australian sales of its output) selling 
prices equal to the selling price of the Australian Aluminium 
Production Commission for each particular class or kind of product 
within the above general description as at November 1, 1960: 


(2) Whether assistance should be accorded to the production in 
Australia of aluminium and alloys in chief part by weight of 
aluminium, viz: unwrought aluminium and alloys; not further 
manufactured than plated, polished or decorated, viz: wrought bars,

Chairman’s recommendation, a temporary duty has been imposed 
on woven furnishing fabrics and moquettes of man-made fibres 
dutiable under Tariff Item 105(D)(1)(a). 


An additional duty of 4d. per square yard on all current rates is 
now payable for each 1d. by which the value for duty exceeds 5s. 5d. 
per square yard (Australian currency). The new duty does not apply 
to goods in transit on November 23, 1960.

CANADA’ 


Customs Tariff Act Changes Affecting ‘Made in 
Canada’ Rulings 


IN THE supplementary Budget presented on December 21, 1960, 
the Canadian Minister of Finance introduced a resolution which 
will change the basis on which gouds are ruled to be of a class or kind 
made in Canada. 


Under an Order in Council made in 1936 it was necessary for 
10 per cent. of the normal Canadian consumption of articles of a 
particular class or kind to be made or produced in Canada before such 
articles could be ruled to be made in Canada. The following paragraphs 
which are now to be added to the Customs Tariff Act, will change in 
some respects the requirements of the Order in Council: 


‘2A. (1) For the purposes of this Act, goods shall be deemed to be of a 
“class or kind”’ made or produced in Canada if: 

(a) In the case of goods other than goods custom-made to specifications, 
goods of approximately the same class or kind are made or produced 
in Canada; and 

(b) In the case of goods custom-made to specifications, adequate facilities 
exist in Canada for the economic production of such goods within 
a reasonable period of time. 

(2) Notwithstanding sub-section (1), goods other than goods custom-made 
to specifications shall be deemed not to be of a class or kind made or produced 
in Canada unless at least 10 per cent. of the normal Canadian consumption 
of goods of the same or approximately the same class or kind are made or 
produced in Canada. 


(3) The decision of the Minister shall be final with respect to the following 
matters: 
(a) The normal Canadian consumption of the goods described in sub- 
section (2); and 
(b) Whether goods are custom-made to specifications and whether 
adequate facilities exist in Canada for the economic production of 
such goods within a reasonable period of time.’ 


Marking of Imported Goods 


THE FOLLOWING addition to the Marking of Imported Goods 
Order, published in the Board of Trade Journal, February 5, 1960, 
has been made with effect from April 1, 1961: 


Electrical measuring devices, for panel mounting, designed to 
indicate alternating or direct current microamperes, milli- 
amperes or amperes, millivolts, volts or kilovolts, and such other 
variables as resistance, temperature, pressure, etc., which may 
be translated into direct or alternating current or voltage, shall 
be marked on the visible portion of the instrument scale. When 
imported for sale to the ultimate purchaser in packages, boxes, 
or other containers, the packages, boxes or other containers 
shall also be marked. 


This information is contained in Canadian Department of National 
Revenue Memorandum, Series D.42.

Import of Aircraft and Aircraft Components 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Buenos Aires also report the publica- 
tion of Argentine Government Decree No. 14760 of November 25, 
1960, which establishes new regulations for the import of aircraft 
and spare parts, equipment, raw materials, manufacturing components, 
semi-manufactured products, etc., for aircraft, superseding the regula- 
tions in Decree No. 16911/59 (see Board of Trade Journal for January 8, 
1960, page 75), and regulations governing the local manufacture of 
aircraft. The text of the first part of the Decree dealing with the import 
of aircraft, etc., is given below; details of the remainder of the Decree 
dealing with local manufacture can be obtained from Export Services 
Branch (Tariff Section), Board of Trade, Room 729, Lacon House, 
Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1. 


Decree No. 14760 


Article 1. The import of the items mentioned below are hereby exempt 
from the payment of surcharges established by Decree No. 5439/59: 

(a) Aircraft acquired for the purpose of covering the requirements of 
centralized or decentralized bodies, whether national, provincial or 
municipal; 

(b) Aircraft acquired by Argentine air companies destined to the ex- 
ploitation of regular and non-regular commercial services; 

(c) Aircraft specially built for human, animal or vegetable health purposes, 
acquired by entities or persons previously authorized for the carrying 
out of such aerial work; 

(d) Aircraft specially equipped for air surveys, acquired by entities or 
persons previously authorized for such activities; 

(e) Aircraft acquired by entities duly authorized to give flying instruction 
and destined exclusively to this purpose; 

(f) Engines, instruments, aircraft equipment, parts, raw materials and 
machinery required for the production of aircraft to be built in accord- 
ance with plans approved by the Secretariat of State for Air. Excep- 
tions which must be authorized by said Secretariat; 

(g) Engines for aircraft imported as complete sets and propellers imported 
in the same way; 

(h) Spare parts and raw materials for maintenance and repair of aircraft 
and corresponding equipment when purchased by Argentine air 
companies destined to the exploitation of regular and non-regular 
commercial services; 

(i) All elements specifically of an aeronautical nature, for use by central- 
ized bodies, dependent on the Ministry of National Defence; 

(j) Oil, lubricants, fluids, grease and liquid compounds of exclusive and 
specific aeronautical use; 

(k) Elements for use specifically and exclusively in the building of model 
aeroplanes for technical teaching purposes; 

(1) Elements for use exclusively and specifically in the aeronautical 
infrastructure, and for ground support services and flight safety. 


The Secretariat of State for Air, with the advice of the Industrial Council 
for Aviation, shall certify that the elements mentioned in items (j), (k) and 
(1) shall be for specific and exclusive aeronautical activity, therefore they 
may not be put to any other purpose. 


Article 2. New aircraft which are not considered equal or similar to those 
included in national production plans shall be subject to the payment of 
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a 20 per cent. surcharge, always provided they are not included in the ex- 
ceptions stated in Article 1. 

New aircraft shall be subject to an exchange surcharge of 40 per cent. 
on its value (list price to the public at the time of import of the new aircraft 
at factory), including those covered by the exceptions mentioned in Article 1, 
when the manufacture of these or similar types has been planned for pro- 
duction by national industry approved by the Secretariat of State for Air. 

Article 3. Used aircraft having a maximum airborne weight not exceeding 
six tons, excluding those destined to the uses established in Article 1, shall 
pay an exchange surcharge of 150 per cent. Used aircraft exceeding said 
weight, whatever its application, shall not pay any surcharge. 

To this effect, values shall be calculated on the price of the aircraft 
together with the minimum elements and accessories for the fulfilment 
of the purposes for which they are destined and taking as a basis the list 
price to the public of te new aircraft at factory at the time of importation, 
or the last price quoted in case the manufacture of same had been sus- 
pended. 

Article 4. Imports of spare parts, equipment and other elements ex- 
clusively and specifically for aeronautical use, not covered by Article 1, 
nee pay an exchange surcharge of 40 per cent. on the cost and freight 
value. 

Article 5. For the purpose of establishing the surcharge of 40 per cent. 
laid down by virtue of Article 2, aircraft manufacturers shall apply for the 
referred protection to the Secretariat of State for Air for which purpose they 
must present production plans together with a pertinent technical financial 
report and market study, all of which shall remain under the consideration 
and control of said Secretariat of State. 


BRAZIL 
Amendment to Customs Tariff 


THE FOLLOWING alteration to the Brazilian Customs Tariff came 
into force on December 19, 1960. 


Resolution No. 165 of July 13, 1960 
Item 91-01 of the Customs Tariff should now read as follows:

GUATEMALA 
Export of Non-Ferrous Scrap Metal 


A GOVERNMENT ORDER dated December 6, 1960, published in 
the Guatemalan El Guatemalteco on December 7, 1960, and effective 
the following day, revokes all previous orders authorising the export 
of non-ferrous scrap metal and forbids the future export of such 
metal from both private and Government stocks.

HONDURAS 


Enrichment of Wheat Flour 


By DECREE No. 307 of May 16, 1960, published in the Honduran 
La Gaceta on August 9, 1960 and effective -wenty days thereafter, 
all wheat flour must be enriched before distribution as stipulated 
by the General Director of Public Health. Importers must obtain 
a special permit from the General Director before importation which 
shows the formula of the enrichment. No increase is allowed in the 
selling price of wheat flour as a result of enrichment. 


Imports of machinery, mechanical equipment, accessories and 
spare parts and also substances needed to carry out the enrichment 
process are free from import duties and fiscal and special taxes. 


Plant which is established in the country for the enrichment of 
wheat flour must be completely installed and be functioning within 
one year from the effective date of the Decree. After this period the 
sale and importaton of unenriched wheat flour will be prohibited.
